Nine Carded for Niagara Racing Association’s Open- 
ing Feature, and Seven Probably Will Start 
— Seven Race Cards Planned Daily, 



Buffalo, N. Y., .Tune — Tomorrow will be Derby 

Day at Fort Erie. The Niagara Racing Association 
will provide a program of seven races for the open- 
ing of its tirst summer meeting, with the Canadian 
Derby as tin* star attraction. There are other good 
races on the card, hut the Derby overshadows them 
in point of importance. Nine are named to go in 
the Derby, but probably not more than seven will 
start, Naushon and The Nigger lieing the doubtful 
ones. The race presents an open aspect at the 
weights. Meridian probably will be the public 
choice. A surprising number of people pretend to 
believe that Governor Gray will beat Meridian tomor- 
row. The dark horses in the race are Lahore and 
Trap Rock and the latter will have a strong follow- 
ing as a result of his wonderful trial of Thursday. 

The probable starters, with the prospective riders, 
are: Lahore. Guy Burns; Zeus. (’. II. Shilling: 

Whist, E. Dugan; Trap Rock. Goldstein; Governor 
Gray, Byrne; Meridian, G. Archibald; Cherish. Dig 
gins. 

Quality is well represented in a majority of the 
luces. in the sixth, a dash *1' seven furlongs. 
Novelty is carded to go to the post. 

Fifteen members of the Metropolitan Turf Associa- 
tion. arrived from New York this afternoon and 
they will join the layers who have been operating 
here all summer. 

L. A. Cassidy also came from New York. 

The horses will he called to the |s>st for the first 
race at 2:56 and the daily programs will be made 
up of seven races. 



SOME ASCOT GOLD CUP RACES. 



Interesting Reminiscences of One of the Most 
Famous Races in the World. 



“In the brave days of old” no Derby winner was 
considered to have quite set the seal on his fame 
until he had won ail Ascot Cup, a race which really 
ought to rank amongst the “classics.” Perhaps no 
other event [assesses quite such a thrilling history. 
What memories are called up by a mere perusal of 
the long list <*' winners. What a glamour “The 

Druid” lias east round the doings of Zingauee, Lu- 
eettu. Touchstone, “lazy” Lanercost, Beeswing, The 
Flying Dutchman. Teddingtou, West Australian and 
Fisherman. These are only a few of the most 
notable of the winners prior to I860. and. to deal 
adequately with them. I should require four or five 
columns of The Sportsman instead of the space that 
lias been allotted to me. Why, indeed, should I 

attempt a task that has been already so inimitably 
accomplished by the greatest turf writer that lias 
ever lived. The deeds of all these great horses, and 
of many more, art* recorded imperishably Ju the 
pages of “Post and Paddock,” "Silk and Scarlet,” 
and “Scott and Sebright,” and it seems the wisest 
course for me to take up the tale of 1X60 and to con- 
iine myself to jotting down a few stray memories 
of races that 1 have seen for the Ascot Cup. 

I was fortunate indeed in the year of my first 
visit to Ascot in witnessing probably the most re- 
markable performance ever accomplished in the his- 
tory of the Gold Cup. There were only three run- 
ners, Gladiateur. Regalia and li reads 1 lame. and. had 
all been well with the mighty Frenchman, od.ls of 
S» to It on him would not have been accepted. From 
bis early days, however, lie always suffered from 
navicular disease, doubt less inherited from his dam. 
Miss Gladiator, which was always a hopeless cripple 
and could never he trained, lie was lame, on and 
off, all through Ins career, and as, before he started 
lor this race, his "dickey’’ leg was worse than 
usual. llarrv Grimsha w's orders were to lie nicely 
tip with his field until the hotel turn, to nurse his 
mount very carefully down tin* hill, and then to 
make the best of his way home. Either the jockey's 
idea of "lying up with his field” was a very peculiar 
one, or his defective sight was to blame, for Bread- 
aliiane passed the grandstand the first time fully 
tweuty lengths in of Regalia, which was lead- 
ing Gladiateur by about half that distance. From 
that point, however. Grimsliaw carried out his in 
structions to the letter and came down the hill into 
Swinley Rot tom in such leisurely fashion that, when 
lie was on level ground again, tile other pair were 
three hundred yards ahead of him at the must 
moderate estimate. The style in which the great 
horse closed up that immense gap when he was at 
last allowed to stride along was simply incredible. 
People could scarcely believe their eyes when he 
strode past the judge’s box forty lengths in front 
of Regalia, whose longue was hanging out of her 
mouth like that of a beaten dog, whilst Breadulbane 
had scarcely reached the bend into the new course, 
and never finished at all. Small wonder that sucil 
a tine judge as the late James Waugh always main 
taiued that Gladiateur was the greatest horse that 
ever lived, and no doubt many veterans will agree 
with li i tit. Personally I should assign that proud 
position to St. Simon, but, after all. the matter is 
purely one of surmise and incapable of proof. 

It is an universally accepted turf adage that 
classic form will always heat the liest handicap 
form, hut there is no rule without an exception, and 
the Gold Cup of 1867 proved to tie one of them. 
The field of ten was an exceptionally tine one, 
including three Oaks winners in' Regalia. Tormentor 
ami llippia. that tine stayer, Rama, which had run 
away from Lord Lyon in the Doncaster Cup of the 
preceding autumn. Julius, which was destined to win 
a Cesarewitch with 112 pounds on his throe year-old 
buck. John Davis and Lecturer. The last-named 
wonderful “pony” never quite readied fifteen hands, 
but was a horse of remarkable length. When fairly 
stretched out in a gallop lie carried his head so low 
that it was almost on the ground, and lie hud such 
extraordinary round action that he used to cut his 
elbows, and had to be shod with half tips. Thanks 
to Cannon on John Davis, which was pacemaker for 
Fordham on Lecturer, the race was run from end to 
end, and so good was the pioneer- -lie won half a 
dozen races oil his own account that season — that 
they were well into the straight before lie was done 
with. Then Ilearttield. who rode Regalia, saw 
Cannon looking round for Kordliatn. and, knowing 
what this meant, he watched his opportunity, anil 
when John Davis was pulled out to let up his 
stable companion on the inside. Regalia, and not 
Lecturer, was the one that promptly look advantage 
of the opening. This smart move old iged Fordham 
to pull his mount buck and come round on the out- 



CONDENSED HISTORY OE THE CANADIAN DERBY 



Visitors at Fort Erie this afternoon will view the fourteenth running of the Canadian Derby. It is the 
principal stake race of the seven days’ meeting which begins today and, while an event of moderate value 
compared with the former big stake races of this country, lias always attracted and been won by good 
horses, as the names of such real stars of tiie track as Martimas, Advance Guard, Red Rots- Claude. Fort 
Hunter, l’eter Sterling and Sager in its list of winners amply attest. In iis first and second running it was 
at the correct distance of a mile and a half and, like our own American Derby, was won in its first year by 
a filly, the parallel extending farther in the fact that neither race was ever afterwards won by a tilly Tin*

side, but. in spite of losing some ground, the little 
coll was too good to Ik* denied, anil won by a length 
and a ball'. Though Fordham and Heart field were 
always on the liest of terms, and it took a great 
deal to upset the equanimity of the former, lie did 
not at all like being bested in this fashion, and as 
they were returning to weigh in. said, very solemnly, 
“Tom, if you’d beat me I slum Id have objected to 
you.” Well might Lecturer lie termed "the Dane- 
bury retriever.” An enormous sum had been landed 
over Ids Cesarewitch victory of the preceding year, 
just when it was badly wanted, whilst the Mar 
quis of Hastings recovered $250,000 of his Derby 
losses on Hermit over this race. Iu spit of the 
amount of money that must have been invested on 
him. Lecturer was not given so good a favorite as 
llippia. Truly they did not play at belting in those 
days. 

Tiie three placed horses in Hie Derby of tiie same 
year were the only runners for tin* cup of 1868, and 
two of these were post entries. Blue Gown, a horse 
which has never been estimated at his real worth 
won very easily, and Speculum was second, thus re- 
versing Epsom posit ions with King Alfred. Sir 
Joseph Hawley, tin* owner of Blue Gown, fairly 
hated (lie colt, probably because lie persisted in 
showing his superiority to Rosicrueiau uud Green 
Sleeve, which were such prime favorites with the 
baronet, and the little colt never had fair play dur- 
ing his career, being constantly started for insigni- 
ficant events, quite unworthy the attention of a 
Derby winner, in spite of which his career was ex- 
ceptionally brilliant, his second in the Cambridge- 
shire as a three-year-old with 126 pounds ill the 
saddle, still ranking very high amongst great handi- 
cap performances. The victory of Brigantine in the 
following year is notable from the fact that sin* 
disposed of Blue Gown and Formosa, and also that 
since “that old Beeswing” won in 1842 only four 
mares have carried off the Gold Clip, a poor per- 
centage indeed in sixty-eight years. Some races 
appear to lie taboo to the softer sex, the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap liciug another in which they rarely 
score, and this seems a worthy subject for discus 
sion at the next big meeting" of suffragettes. There 
is evidently rank injustice somewhere. 

Sabinus, one of the best of the small baud of 
distinguished geldings, was the hero of 1870. He 
had a fair lield behind him, but the Cup, as is the 
case with the Two Thousand, Derby ami St. Leger, 
is now confined to entire colts, a very right and 
proper condition. I have a very vivkl memory of 
Morteiner. which won for M. Letevre in 1871. He 

was a big chestnut, equally at home over five fur 
longs or three miles, for lie could go almost as fast 
as Sunder and stay nearly as long as The White 
Knight. The same popular owner -for M. Lefevre 
was always regarded as one of ourselves and raced 
on grand and sportsmanlike lines upon which no 
Englishman could have improved* — scored again in 
the following year with Henry, which upset the 
odds of 5 to 2 that were laid on Favonins, for which 
Hannah, winner of the One Thousand, Oaks and St. 
Leger of the preceding season, ach'd as pacemaker. 
M. Lefevre was second in the following year with 
Flageolet, but, game and a great stayer as he was. 
neither lie nor anything else in the race had the 
remotest chance with Cremorne. I shall never for- 
get the magnificent style in which Mr. Savile's great 
horse moved on that day, and his trial for the race, 
which took place over the last two miles and a half 
of the Beacon Course, was so remarkable that I set 
it out at length:

Kaiser. 3, 169 2

Won easily by four lengtlis; six lengths between 
second and third. 

It must be mentioned that Kaiser only jumped iu 
for tiie last mile and a quarter, and when It is re- 
membered that this colt had previously only been 
beaten a short head for the Two Thousand, and had 
run a dead heat for second place in the Derby, 
whilst lie subsequently landed tiie Prince of Wales’ 
Stakes at Ascot and four other races off tiie reel, 
it must lie admitted that Cremorne’s performance 
was one of the most remarkable ever recorded either 
in public or private, and 1 may mention that his 
owner, who was one of t lie most dashing speculators 
t lie turf has ever known, never ceased hacking him 
so long as anyone would bet against him. 

My allotted space is so nearly exhausted that I 
cannot afford to dwell over those delightful old 
memories. Boiard, the hero of 1874, will always be 
remauibered as having taken the Cup to France 
from the absolutely best field that ever contested it. 
Flageolet and Doncaster, who ran a dead heat for 
second place, being followed home by Gang Forward, 
Marie Stuart and Kaiser. Twelve months later Don- 
caster’s turn came, and he scored as lie liked, also 
carrying off the Alexandra Plate on the following 
day. Ii was a very near thing, however, whether 
he could run at the meeting at ail. In traveling 
from Kussley to Ascot on the Tuesday lie wrenched 
off Ids near fore shoe, damaging his foot somewhat 
seriously. The leg was kept iu a fomenting bucket 



for six hours that night, after which a i*onllice was 
applied to the loot, and, as a good deal of rain Tell 
during the Wednesday night, and tiie ground was 
soil, he got through both races all right, and lived 
to make the racing fortliues of the late Duke of 
\\ est in ins ter. 

\ erneuil won in 187.8 and his record of carrying 
>>fl the Gold Vase, the Gold Cup and the Alexandra 
Plate at tiie same meeting, ami making every yard 
of the running in each of them, is in no danger of 
ever lieing broken, for»in these days we seem to have 
quite lost the knack of breeding hardy, cut-and- 
oomo again customers of this class. Tiie names of 
Isonomy, Robert the Devil. St. Simon and many 
others of the early winners call up reminiscences 
thai one day I may have the chance of relating.— 
Sydenham Dixon iu London Sportsman. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Among the improvements at Fort Erie this season 
is a new steeplechase course, built up to the regu- 
lation height. 

Harry Payne Whitney’s Whisk Broom ran second 
in the Duke of Cambridge Stakes of 1,000 sovereigns 
at Newmarket Wednesday. 

Frank .1. Gould’s Comboiirg, ridden bv Rciff. fin- 
ished second in the Prix Flageolet of 20,000 francs 
at Tremblay in France Wednesday. 

W- G. Yanke expects to start Quartermaster 
during the Latonla meeting, the horse having re- 
covered from the effects of a quarter crack. 

It is said that considerably more than $100,000 
was involved in the transaction by which Harry 
Payne Whitney purchased James R. Keene’s entire 
crop of yearlings. There were fifty-seven of them. 

'Hie Coeur d’Alene Fair and Racing Association 
will give a poultry show iu connection with the 
second period of its inaugural meeting following 
the _ close of the Interstate Fair at Spokane. Other 
exhibition features will he added from time to time. 

The position of the many driving club charters in 
Ontario is just tin* same as before the Niagara Falls 
project was suppressed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment’s refusal to issue a license. They may he used 
for the purposes for which they were granted, hut 
they cannot be peddled or traffieed in by alien pro- 
moters of illegitimate meetings. — Toronto Globe. 

Word has been received from Germany that Willie 
Shaw, an American rider, won the Big Prize on 
Prince Huhenlohe’s Kassandra at Hamburg. This is 
the third time that Shaw has won this important 
event, which is worth $25,000. The Big Prize is 
run over the one mile and three furlongs course. 
Kassandra covered if in 2:214. Shaw has met with 
considerable success this season and is riding at 106 
pounds. 

Tin* Prix ib* Paray, a handicap of $1,250, distance 
eleven furlongs, was won by Eugene Pfizer's Padrone 
II. at Maisons-Latfitte yesterday. The Prix D’Kragny 
selling, for two-year-old fillies, $030, distance four 
and one-half furlongs, was won by Thomas I*. 
Thorne's Frou Frou V.: W. K. Vanderbilt’s Maggie 
was second. In the I’rtx de f’renille of 81,000, dis- 
tance one and one-half miles, Frank J. Gould's 
P-iuvre Rose finished second, and in the Prix P’Ks- 
sai dcs Poqhtins II. B. Dtiryea’s Monsieur Guerin 
came in second. 

David C. Johnson died at his New York home 
Thursday night following ail operatiou for cancer of 
the stomach. He had been seriously ill for several 
weeks and the operation was decided upon as a 
last resort. He was widely known on the turf as 
“Davy” Johnson, racing devotee, and was one of the 
most spectacular of the plungers ou the New York 
tracks in the period immediately preceding the pas- 
sage of tin* Hart-Agnew law. He achieved his 
greatest fame as owner of the sensational sprinter, 
Itoseben, winner of $74,910.

WELL BACKED HORSES WIN 



MEDIOCRE CARD AT LAT0NIA IS PRODUCTIVE 
OF SUCCESSFUL “GOOD THINGS.” 



Owner of Lure Reported to Have Profited Extensively 
by That Filly’s Victory in Opening Dash — 
Judge Monck Is Handicap Winner, 



Cincinnati, O., June 30. — Today’s racing was de- 
void of any outstanding incidents. Big fields started 
in ail the races except tiie feature, a handicap at 
three-quarters. Speculation was agaiu of healthy 
proportions and the attendance generous, while the 
racing was spiriteil and enjoyable. Several “good 
:hings” were successful during the afternoon and re- 
garded their backers handsomely, including Lure 
in the opener and Howdy Howdy in the closing dash. 
The latter ran in the name and interests of W. 
Woodard. C. T. Worthington, owner of Lure, in- 
formed friends that he had won over $10,000 by his 
filly’s victory, having placed a commission of $S00 
away from the track. The filly made a sensational 
finish and boat another intended good thing, Polly 
D., with Nancy Grater in third place. The twelve 
maiden fillies that started in the race were an un- 
ruly lot and interference that came soon after the 
start contributed lo tiie failures of the choices, Gay, 
Lucky Wish and Nancy Grater. 

Bettie Sue started out in the handicap as if she 
would have an easy time disposing of her opposition, 
but in the final furlong she began to tire aud this 
enabled Judge Monek to get up in the closing strides. 
Judge Monek had much t lie best of the weight ar- 
rangement and additionally showed au improved per- 
formance. Fauntleroy, the favorite, had to be driven 
hard to outstay King Olympian for third place. 

A good band of youngsters started in the third 
race, with Praetorian most in favor. He was caught 
unprepared at the start and was practically left at 
the post. Mack B. Eubanks was another to suffer 
from a poor sendoff. Free Lance won handily, with 
Winning Witch in second place and Coy Lad, a 
first-time starter, third. 

W. O. Joplin took another purse when Naughty 
Lad scored in the second race over a mediocre baud 
Ramazan taking second place and Hanly third. The 
latter closed a big gap and with a stronger ride 
would have won. in tiie fifth race Ida Mav got up 
under an energetic ride to beat Star Blue, the over- 
whelming favorite. The closing race was easy for 
Howdy Howdy, which went into a long lead soon 
after the start and held sway throughout. Silver 
Knight met with interference soon after the start 
and ran a good race to finish second. High Range, 
troni which considerable was expected, quit almost 
to a walk after running prominently for three-quar- 
ters. 

Lure and Naughty Lad, winners in the two-horse 
combine t ion fi paid their backers $269.80 for $2. 
There was no one lucky enough to guess the three- 
horse combination and the pool went to the field 
players. 

„ Several owners will ship some horses to Fairmount, 
\ a., for t lie matinee racing there, including James 
Fitzsimmons, C. Ross, S. Earl and former jockey Carl 
Mitchell. 

There still remains a preferred list of sixty-four 
horses on the secretary’s tab. Most of them are 
maiden two-year-olds. 

E. R. Bradley will not resume the training of 
Love Not, Bobby Boyer and Helmet until fall. 

Denver Girl, which started in the last race, pulled 
up exceedingly lame and her racing career is prob- 
ably near its end.
